Both, like the first-prize 
senior calf also bred by H. L. Wernicke 
and Son, were by Anoka Sportsman and 
were out of daughters of Cruggleton Bar- 
none.

For making such 
steers available H. L. Wernicke and Son 
were warmly congratulated by breed of- 
ficials and fellow breeders. 


The senior calf class of the junior feed- 
ing contest was headed by a balanced, 
thick, wide, deep, red steer shown by 
Russell Zier, 15, of Milledgeville, Illinois. 
This steer was by Anoka Sportsman out of 
a daughter of Cruggleton Barnone. Rus- 
sell’'s steer was one of three great steers 
in this show bred by H. L. Wernicke and 
Son, Lena, Illinois. Russell bought his 
steer as a small calf the first week in De- 


cember of last year. This was his first 
year's showing at Chicago. He now has 
another Wernicke steer for his 1955 project. 


Russell's steer went on to win reserve 
breed championships in the junior and 
open shows and age championship over 
all breeds. 


Russell's reserve breed victory in the 
junior contest earned him the Illinois 
Shorthorn Breeders’ Association special 


award of $100 to the Illinois 4-H member 
or vocational agricultural student winning 
the highest rating. 


Zier Has Breed Champion In 
Strong Fort Worth Show 


Sixteen-year-old Russell Zier, Jr., Mill- 
edgeville, Illinois, showed his thick-bodied, 
well-balanced, dark red Shorthorn steer to 
the breed championship at Fort Worth in 
one of the greatest Shorthorn steer shows 
ever held at this southwestern exposition. 
Al steers at Fort Worth were judged by 
Herman Purdy, Pennsylvania State Col- 


lege. 

There were many at ringside, includ- 
ing supporters of the other two major beef 
breeds, who felt that this outstanding red 
Shorthorn champion was a _ cinch for 
the over-all championship. However, in 
the finals, two whiteface steers were given 
the championship nods. For the most part 
they looked like they needed 100 days 
more feeding to make them even come 
close to the superb finish of the Zier steer. 


The winner had been the best senior 
calf at Chicago over all breeds and the 
reserve breed champion. He was sired 
by Anoka Sportsman and out of a daugh- 
ter of Cruggleton Bar None and was bred 
in the herd of H. L. Wernicke & Sons, Lena, 
Illinois. The steer, actually a senior calf, 
had to be shown as a summer yearling 
because of his 1,020-pound weight. He 
was purchased by the Ft. Worth National 
Bank for $1,800. 


Russell Zier also had the first-prize 
junior yearling steer on another son of An- 
oka Sportsman that was bred by the 
Wernickes. Weighing 1,190 pounds, he 
sold to Striplings Department Store in Fort 
Worth for 55 cents per pound. Runner up 
in this class was the superbly balanced 
white entry of Olson & Patterson, Council 
Grove, Kansas, and bred by Hubert Mil- 
ler, Arbella, Missouri. He weighed 1,140 
pounds ‘and sold to E. H. Robertson, at 
47 cents per pound.

In the ensuing five years, his sons and daughters have made history in the show 
and sale rings of the United States and Canada, and have established their own su- 
periority, as well as their sire’s, as breeding animals. 

Representatives of three crops of calves by Calrossie Sportsman have been shown. 
Acadia Rosewood Rachel in the first crop, Acadia Sportsman 13th, Acadia Nonpareil 2d, 
Acadia Primula, Acadia Princess 2d and Acadia Princess 3d in the second, and Acadia 
Sportsman 34th and Acadia Primula 3d in the third, have championships to their credit. 
How many breeders can boast that their herd bull has sired champions of major shows 
of three successive years? 

The calves of Calrossie Sportsman have been consistent sale toppers, ever since 


tase 


the eleven-month-old Anoka Sportsman, first Sportsman calf ever to sell at public auc- 
tion, was the $2,000 high-selling bull of the 1952 Anoka-Curtiss Candy Sale. Fourteen 
sons and daughters of Calrossie Sportsman, nearly all of them less than fifteen months 
of age, averaged $1,098 in the 1953 Acadia Sale. 


Sons and grandsons of Calrossie Sportsman are making their mark in herds in 
Ohio, Florida, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Kentucky, Maryland, New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, South Dakota, Texas, Virginia, West Virginia and Canada. At the 1954 Interna- 
tional, three of the best steers of any breed, and certainly the three best steers by any 
one sire, were Anoka Sportsman. All shown by junior exhibitors, one was champion 
senior steer calf over all breeds in the open show, while the other two were first and 
second prize junior yearling Shorthorn steers in the junior show. 


Daughters of Calrossie Sportsman are likewise proving their worth. Few Sports- 
man heifers have been sold since the 1953 Acadia Sale. Acadia’s goal has been to 
retain them to build up their numbers in the breeding herd and to provide the strong- 
est possible 1955 sale offering. Examine Acadia’s calves out of Sportsman heifers by 
five different bulls—Acadia Sportsman Sth, Edellyn Royal Leader 144th, Hayard Mon- 
arch, Deep Cove Scottish Monarch 2d and Imported Ballathie Perfect—and you can see 
for yourself what valuable brood matrons the daughters of Calrossie Sportsman are. 


Millhills Champion, the sire of Calrossie Sportsman, was purchased by Captain 
MacGillivray for 3,600 guineas, and sired many other notable sons and daughters, in- 
cluding the 5,200-guinea Calrossie Knock-Out; Calrossie Elect, second highest priced bull 
exported to the Argentine in his year; and the 2,000-guinea Calrossie Discovery sold to 
Australia. When Millhills Champion was bought for Calrossie, an eminent Scotch 
breeder remarked, “I would rather Captain MacGillivray bought a bull of mine at 
Perth than make a record sale. It would bring more credit to my herd.” Millhills Cham- 
pion, considered by D. M. Stewart “The best he has ever bred,” was described by the 
late F. W. Harding “as good as any young bull in Britain” in 1946. In the definitive book 
on “The Scotch Shorthorn,” T. B. Marson stated that Millhills Champion was “aptly 
named, a great thriver with a placid disposition, and a perfect model.” Millhills Cham- 
pion has gone to his reward, but his dam and his full sister can still be seen in Scotland 
at Millhills, where they stnd out as two of the great females in a great cow herd. 


Captain MacGillivray’s appraisal of Millhills Champion is, “This short-legged, deep- 
fleshed bull left his mark on the herd, and especially on Kirkton Baronet femaes.” 
Calrossie Clipper Evangeline, dam of Calrossie Sportsman, is by Kirkton Baronet, uni- 
versally recognized as the leading sire of recent years. She is also the dam of Cal- 
rossie Perfect, 1952 Perth Supreme Champion purchased by S. G. Bennett for his select 
Scotsdale herd at Georgetown, Ontario, Canada. Calrossie Clipper Evangeline is as 
good a brood cow as the Acadia delegation saw in the 23 top herds it visited in Scot- 
land and England in February, 1955. In her mature form, she presents the perfect pic- 
ture of breed character and quality, combined with depth and thickness, and a wealth 
of natural fleshing. 

Calrossie Sportsman’s pedigree is packed with illustrous bloodlines. Every bull in 
it ranks among the all-time greats. Millhills Champion and Kirkton Baronet have al- 
ready been described. Ascreavie Democrat sired many high-priced sons for Millhills. 
Lawton President Roosevelt and Lawton Field Marshall were two of the most famous 
sons of Collynie State Express, the great stock bull that first brought the Lawton herd 
to the forefront. Collynie Elect, like Collynie State Express a son of famed Aldie Con- 
queror, was used throughout his life at Millhills; he sired many high-priced sons, and all 
his daughters were retained in the herd. Calrossie Supremacy, a son of Lawton Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, was used at Calrossie for a season after his sale to the Argentine at 
2,000 guineas; his first crop of bull calves averaged £1,084 at Perth, and included 
Calrossie Supreme, used with great success at Chapelton before shipment to the United 


States.

Imported Ballathie Perfect 


Imported Ballathie Perfect was selected for use in the Acadia and Deep Cove herds 
by Mr. and Mrs. Cyrus Eaton, Jr., at the 1953 Perth Show and Sale. Not quite nine 
months old—there were only three younger calves in the show—Perfect easily placed 
second in his class of 29 bulls. Because of the embargo of that time on importations 
from Scotland to North America, Perfect could not be shipped until July, 1953, and be- 
cause of rigid Canadian quarantine restrictions, did not reach Deep Cove Farms in 
Nova Scotia until autumn. In June, 1954, Perfect was brought to Acadia where he has 
seen heavy service. His first calves at both Deep Cove and Acadia have been pro- 
nounced proverbial ‘chips off the old block’’ by all who have seen them. 


Perfect’s pedigree could not be improved. His sire Calrossie Silver Mascot, by 
famed Kirkton Baronet, the leading sire of recent years, was second prizewinner in 
1949 at Perth, where he was bought by Col. Hardie for Ballathie because of “his excep- 
tionally fine head, tremendous bone and substance.” Ballathie Regalia, another son 
of Calrossie Silver Mascot, sold in the Argentine in 1952 for £7,895, the top price of that 
year for all imported breeds. 


Calrossie Silver Mascot’s grandsires, Lawton Field Marshall and Lawton President 
Roosevelt, were two of the most famous sons of Collynie State Express, the great stock 
bull that first brought the Lawton herd to the forefront. His paternal granddam, Golden 
Beautiful, was a daughter of Calrossie Broadhooks Bounty by Perth Supreme Champion 
Calrossie Control, founder of a long line of of Perth Supreme Champions. His maternal 
granddam, Calrossie Clipper Rosamond, also by Calrossie Control, was out of the same 
cow as the dam of Calrossie Harmony, sire of Calrossie Welcome, whose sons were 
Perth Supreme Champions in 1952 and 1955, and whose grandsons were Perth Supreme 
and Reserve Supreme Champions in 1954. 


After Scotland’s authoritative beef cattle historian, Wing Commander T. B. Marson, 
first saw Perfect's dam and granddam several years ago, he wrote, ‘Noticeable at 
Ballathie were the 1,000 guineas deep, well ribbed up Cluny Pauline 70th by Calrossie 
Souvenir, with well shaped, well hung udder, and her choice red heifer calf by the 
Perth Supreme Champion, Ballechin Rodney.” And equally impressive they were found 
by the Acadia delegation that visited the Hardie herd at Ballathie in Perthshire, Scot- 
land, in February, 1955. In addition to being a Perth Supreme Champion, Ballechin 
Rodney sired a Perth Supreme Champion, and his sire, Coldoch Minerva was by Coldoch 
Sensation, also sire of Edellyn Royal Leader and imported Norseman, a Perth Reserve 
Supreme Champion. Rodney's dam was by Calrossie Silver Wedding, Perth Reserve 
Supreme Champion by Perth Supreme Champion Calressie Control. Cluny Pauline 
70th's dam was a daughter of Calrossie Command, Perth first prizewinner that was by 
Perth Supreme Champion Calrossie Control and that himself sired a Perth Supreme 
Champion and a Perth Reserve Supreme Champion.

Imported Calrossie Troubadour was purchased for $6,600 dt the 1954 Perth Sale for 
service in the Acadia and Deep Cove herds. His first Deep Cove calves have been im- 
pressive, and his first Acadia calves are eagerly awaited. 


His sire Calrossie Highland Pride has been one of the most successful sires at 
Perth in recent years. Eight sons averaged $3,100 in 1953, five sons $6,600 in 1954. The 
1953 sons included the champion groups of three bulls and five bulls by one sire, as 
well as the Reserve Junior Champion, Calrossie Precision, sold to R. H. Watherston of 
Crichton, and Calrossie Highland Chieftain, bought by Kickapoo Farms, Kenosha, Wis- 
consin. The 1954 sons included two first prize-winners and Callrossie Treasurer, sold in 
the Argentine for 190,00 pesos ($25,000), top price of the year. 


Calrossie Troubadour’s dam, Calrossie Elspeth Broadhooks, is one of the best 
young matrons in the Calrossie herd. She is full sister to Calrossie Welfare, first in his 
class and one of the champion groups in 1952 at Perth, where he sold to Claude Gal- 
linger, Edmonton, Alberta, for 3,600 guineas. The Acadia delegation that visited Scot- 
land in February, 1955, unanimously voted Calrossie Elspeth Broadhooks one of the 
best brood cows they saw in the course of visiting 23 herds. Certainly her sire Cal- 
rossie Welcome is one of the most impressive looking herd bulls on view in Scotland. 
Sons of his were Perth Supreme Champions in 1952 and 1955, while grandsons were 
Perth Supreme and Reserve Supreme Champions in 1954. 


Three of Calrossie Troubadour’s grandparents were by famed Kirkton Baronet, the 
leading sire of recent years.

Proper care must be given by purchaser to protect breeding qualities and health of 
guaranteed animals. 


All bulls are guaranteed breeders, provided they are not allowed to serve when 
under 14 months of age, or not allowed to run with the herd when under 20 months 
of age. In case of failure of a bull to be a breeder notice shall be given to the 
seller within six months of date of purchase, or by the time the bull is 20 months of 
age, if purchased under 14 months of age. 


With the exception of heifers sold under 14 months of age, all females are guaran- 
teed breeders. Heifers under two years of age shall not be served by a heavy or 
old bull. Cows or heifers sold as bred, or safe in calf, not proving to be in calf must 
be reported to the seller within three months after date of sale. Females over 14 
months of age sold open, not settling within six months after date of sale, shall be 
promptly reported to the seller. 


When an animal fails to comply with the above guarantee the seller has the option 
of substituting an animal of equal value to the satisfaction of the purchaser, or of 
having the animal returned for a trial for a period not to exceed six months. The 
expense of freight in such case is to be paid by the seller. If the animal is then 
proved to be a breeder beyond doubt it shall be returned to the purchaser at his 
expense. In case of dispute the return of the full purchase price, without interest, 
to the buyer will be considered full settlement and satisfaction of all claims. No 
charge for feed or maintenance shall be made by either buyer or seller. Salvage 
shall go to the seller. It shall be understood that the same guarantee given for the 
first animal shall likewise apply to any animal later substituted. 


Certificates of registry and transfers will be furnished with each animal sold. A 
signed pedigree application for unborn calves should be furnished with bred fe- 
males, showing names and record numbers of sire and dam, as well as service date. 


Shipment will be made as soon as possible after the close of the sale, but at pur- 
chaser’s risk of loss or injury after animal is bid off. 


Calfhood vaccination is practiced regularly at Acadia 


Farms and every effort is made to guard the health of the 
animal. Each animal in this sale has complied with the health 
regulations of the State of Ohio and health certificates on 
sale day will be issued by an authorized representative of the 


Ohio State Veterinary department.
